EL PASO, Texas—#)—Dr. Ak 
ton Ochsner said last night Golfer 
Ben Hogan would “completely re- 
cover” from a blood clot opera- 
tion. 

The surgeon said Hogan should 
be over the effects of the opera- 
tion “within a week” and added 
that he should be “up and around 
within a few months.” 

Hogan was badly injured in an 
automobile-bus accident near Van 
Horn, Texas, Feb. 2. 


He had been confined to Hotel 
Dieu Hospital here since then 
with a fractured pelvis, collar- 
bone and ankle bone. 
The condition of the nation’s 
foremost professional golfer be 
came serious Wednesday and Dr. 
Ochsner flew here yesterday from 
New Orleans to advise whether 
an operation would be necessary 
on a blood clot. 
The professor of surgery at Tu- 
lane University decided to operate 
almost immediately. 
He said Hogan was given a 
“large transfusion” just before the 
operation, which lasted approxi- 
mately two hours. 
He said the operation was an 
abdominal one and that he had 
to tie off the vena cava vein to 
reach the clot. 
“Hogan apparently was in a 
very critical condition Wednesday 
night,” he said, “and in a serious 
one yesterday _afternoon.”

Georgia has good reason to be proud 
of its record of restoring handcapped per- 
sons to productive enterprises which 
make them self-supporting and self-re- 
specting members of society. 


In the past six months this State has 
ranked fourth in the nation in the num- 
ber of rehabilitations. 


Yesterday, steps were taken to better 
that record when Gov. Talmadge adminis- 


tered oaths to a seven-man Board of Man- 
agers to supervise the establishment of 


facilities to train the blind in basket- 
making, garment-making and other use- 
ful arts.

_ Its political leaders through the years have, with few excep- 
tions, been men of character and ability. They have no ad valorem 
tax. Their tax structure is simple and productive. The poll tax was 
abolished about 30 years ago. Negroes hold minor State jobs and 
have done so for years, with no reverberations. The people have 
not been mongrelized and all these changes which -have been 
brought about in the State have impelled no moronic tirades about 
mixing the races, fusing the races, mongrelizing the races, and so 
on, as we hear so often from our own fanatics. 


Now, I read that a dairy farmer recently elected Governor 
has led a progressive faction to control of the State Democratic 
Party machinery. Gov. W. Kerr Scott, native of the soil and a 
conservative farmer, has been making public speeches about his 


program. 

He has given to the Legislature a program calling for 
Program a rural road bond issue of $200,000,000, a sleaakivahie.- 
ing program of $50,000,000, and has called for an expansion of 
rural electrification, rural telephones and has said this will require 
new taxes. (All this in a State already ahead of others in schools 
and roads.) 


The State has long had a sales tax which exempts anything 
costing less than 16 cents and also exempts anything sold in a 
grocery store. Exempting anything less than 16 cents covers bread, 
pints of milk, and other small food and drug purchases.got made 
at groceries, many of which range around the 5-cent evel. Ex- 
empting grocery store items omits all food bought for the home. 
The State is in, relatively, a magnificent financial condition and 
goes calmly about a new multi-million-dollar program. 

Its legislative sessions seem to have a small de- 


Legislature gree of shystering, demagoguery, and almost no 
petty “get-even,” ‘“‘shake-down” or malicious legislation. The ro- 
tunda of its Capitol is not daily filled with job-hunters and lobbyists. 

The Governor is saying the school building money will be used 
equally for Negro schools and is saying in his talks that “North 
Carolina must stop dodging on the racial problem.” What saddens 
me is that if North Carolina, with the progress it has made, is 
regarded as dodging, what is it the rest of the States are doing? 

He is saying that the States must provide separate, but equal 
facilities and ought to do so because they want to—not because 
they must. 


Taxes Every month the State of North Carolina publishes, in 
itemized form, the amount of money collected and pro- 

vides also a table and a diagram showing where the money went. 

This is distributed to the people and carried by the newspapers. 

I do not know, but I would wager that it is very difficult, if not 
impossible, for the Governor of our State to know these facts. For 
the auditor, himself, it is a complicated and tedious task and one 
almost impossible to portray to the people in a simple and easily 
understood table or graph. . 


One is the more saddened because we do not seem to be 
planning to do anything about it here in Georgia. 

We are to have a referendum in April. 

This referendum is nothing more than a pig in a poke. All it 


| says is, “Are you in favor of more taxes for more services?” 


It does not say what kind of taxes. I am not here trying to 
advocate any system of taxation. Many of the Legislature have said 
they are committed against a sales tax. But they have not said 
what sort of taxes we will be buying if we buy the pig in a poke 
in the April referendum. 


Taxes During the progress of the referendum bill there were 
certain taxes discussed. Let’s examine them. 

One called for an increase in the tobacco, or cigaret tax. An- 
other called for an additional tax on gasoline. Still anpther sug- 
gested a tax on each soft drink: A fourth asked for an ihcrease in 
income taxes. i 

Let’s take them up one by one. 

The proposal to add two cents tax on cigarets would bring in 
about $4 to $5 million. A one-cent tax on soft drinks would con- 
tribute about $144 to $2 million. Another cent added to each gallon 
of gas would produce an approximate $5 to $6 million. An increase 
in income tax was figured as worth $514 million. 

They figure somewhere around $16 million. 

That isn’t nearly enough. It won’t even rattle in the bucket 
needed to pay for the services we want—and need. 


Not only that, but we can figure that the tax col- 
Not Enough lections this year are going to be somewheré be- 
tween $8 and $15 million less than they were last year. 

The proposed increases will just about make up the deficit. 
They won’t leave much extra—if anything—to carry out the 
services. 

So, really, while we are buying a pig in a poke we know the 
pig is mighty thin and won’t render us more than a bushel of 
chitlins and a pint of lard. 

So, the nuisance taxes not only don’t make good sense, from 
a tax viewpoint. They don’t make any money for use. 

The Legislature can’t now tell us what it will do in 1950. 

And, as a matter of fact, we, the people, haven’t let the Legis- 


lature know what sort of taxes we prefer—if any. 


It’s saddening. And even if we vote “yes” in April the outlook 
will still be sad.

vest of Brazil nuts is currently under way here and the activity attendant thereto is reminiscent 
of cotton-picking time in a South Georgia county-seat except that, instead of the crop moving to mar- 


ket in an unending line of creaking wagons, the 
Brazil nuts come down the Amazon in a veri- 
table parade of small craft. 


They are gathered, upriver, by thousands of 
natives, working on shares or for a standard fee 
per hundredweight gathered. The trees grow 
wild, sometimes in groves, sometimes singly. 
They reach heights of 150 feet and are as much 
as six feet in diameter at the base. Because 


| of the relatively long time it takes for them to 


reach maturity, the impatient Brazilians have 
not yet begun planting them systematically, 
although it has been demonstrated that they 
will thrive in cultivation. 


The nut with which North Americans 
are familiar is not the nut at all, but rather 
a segment. Fifteen or 20 of these segments, 
arranged very much after the fashion of an 
orange, are contained in each individual 
shell. The latter resembles the coconut and 
weighs from four to six pounds, which ex- 
plains why the natives wait until all have 
fallen before attempting to gather them. 
Many a skull has been fractured by these 
rock-like projectiles plunging down from 150 
feet. 


The pods are opened on the spot with razor- 


sharp machetes and the nuts extracted there 
from. Otherwise the gatherer could handle only 
half as many. They are brought downstream, 
first by bateaux and canoes, later by skiffs, 
barges and paddle-wheelers. At Belem, they 
are graded and sold. Most of them are still 
exported in the shell, although several small 
packing plants have been established here in 
recent years for the purpose of packaging the 
meats alone. 

The Para valley annually exports about 30,000 
tons of Brazil nuts, of which about half go to the 
United States. But this could easily be multi- 
plied several times over if the market could be 
developed. 

Toward this end an effort is finally under way 
to make the world Brazil nut-conscious the year 
round, instead of just at the holiday season. 
And it may very well succeed, since they have 
obtained the indorsement of the ubiquitous “emi- 
nent medical authorities” who point out that, 
not only is the Brazil nut high in nutritive 
value—two kernels having the sustaining prop- 
erties of one egg—but also, throw those girdles 
away, girls, it has almost no fattening qualities. 

Well do the Brazilians know that, if they 
can just persuade the public that the Para chest- 
nut is full of energy and devoid of calories, the 
world’s fat folks will beat a path to their door.

A Fine Battle by George and Russell 


WASHINGTON—The case of Southern Senators who are opposing the proposed change in Senate 
rules to prevent filibusters has been ably set forth by Sen. Walter F. George, of Georgia. 
tribute to the respect and esteem in which the Georgia Senator is held that he should have been selected 
by his colleagues to lead off the fight in what promises to be a memorable debate. 


Too often in the past the South’s position has 
been injured by men ot the blatant stripe of Huey 
Long, Bilbo and Tom Heflin taking the lead in 
fights of the kind. It was in an efiort to undo 
some of the damage heretofore done that the 
Southerners sought to put their best foot forward 
at the beginning of the present struggle. 

In like manner, Sen. Tom Connally, of Texas, 
was picked to follow up the initial attack by Sen. 
George. He and the Georgia Senator are looked 
upon as two of the abler elder statesmen of the 


party, each a chairman of the two most powerful 


committes of the Senate. 


Much of this strategy to put the South’s 
fight against a Senate gag rule on a dignified 
basis may be attributed to the generalship of 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, who is 
the floor leader of the Southern forces now 
joined in the battle. Nor could the Southern 
Democrats have picked a better man for the 
job. Sen. Russell is one of the most skilled 
parliamentarians in the chamber and ‘he is 
able te hold his own with the best of them in 
debate. If a prolonged filibuster develops 
against the move to end filibusters, he will 
be able to show proponents of the rules 
change a thing or two before the issue is 
decided. 


The opening speech by Sen. George as the 


fight got under way was a masterpiece of the 
viewpoint it presented. He procéeded to lift the 
veil from the cloture battle and show what lays 
behind it. The real purpose in seeking to im- 
pose a gag rule on debate, he said, is to open the 
way for the passage of a series of bills “so revo- 
lutionary as to shock the sensibilities of a decent 
Senator.” 

_ These he enumerated as parts of the Presi- 
dent’s controversial civil rights program—the so- 
called antilynch bill, the antipoll-tax bill and the 
FEPC bill. Recognized as one of the ablest con- 
stitutional lawyers in the Senate, he said there 


was not the slightest doubt in his opinion of the 


“absolute unconstitutionality” of these measures. 
On that premise, he declared, any Senator is 
justified in resisting every effort to bring such a 
question before the body. He put it very force- 
in these words: “Having no doubt of the 
unconstitutionality of these measures, I assert

my right as one Senator from a State to vote 
against taking up measures which’! feel, beyond 
peradventure of a doubt, so far as I am con- 
cerned, are offensive to the American Constitu- 
tion. I am, therefore, opposed to amending the 
rule so as to enable a temporary majority in 
the Senate, which, under the shifting tides of 
political emotionalism, may be a majority today 
and may be a minority tomorrow.” 


The Georgia Senator insisted that “the 


Constitution is a direct limitation upon the 
power of government and upon the power of 
the Congress itself to take away the funda- 
mental rights of the people.” These rights 
are being invaded, he asserted, by the pro- 
posed bills which lay beyond the attempt to 
invoke cloture. 


It was a powerful argument Sen. George de 
livered. Senators listened to him attentively 
throughout the 40 minutes or so that he spoke. 
Many were impressed with the logic of his words. 
It pitched the fight of the embattled Southerners 
on a high plane. But politics being what it is, it 
is doubtful that the Georgian createc any new 
converts to the cause. Politics is the underlying 
motive behind the whole cloture and civil rights 
program, and political expediéncy rather than 
principles wili probably prevail in the end.

Think About These! 


Editor Constitution: It is interesting to note 
that when a veteran writes to Gladstone Wil- 
liams in favor of a bonus, he mentions little else 
but the low pay in the Armed Services and the 
civilians who got rich in war jobs. I refer to 
William H. Hebbard’s letter of Feb. 22, 1949. 

I know from experience that a private’s pay 
was low, but what about the food, clothing, 
housing and medical care which came with that 
$50.per month? What about the men who be- 
came noncommissioned and commissioned offi- 
cers at salaries ranging from $78 per month to 
over $400: per month? What about the $10,000 
worth of insurance at rates that no commercial 
company could match? What about the $1,500- 
per-year income tax exemption which kept the 
GIs from paying any tax on incomes which, even 
without adding in the worth of the food clothing, 
housing and medical care, exceeded those of 
many civilians? What about the mustering-out 
pay of $300? What about the unemployment 
allowance of $20 per week for 52 weeks, a total 
of $1,040? What about the thousands of Gls 
now getting a college education or vocational 
training with tuition paid and subsistence allow- 
ances? What about the housing and business 
loans which have been guaranteed under the GI 
Bill of Rights? What about the veterans’ pri- 
ority for employment in the Federal Civil Serv- 
ice, the nation’s largest employer? 

Those reports of civilians who got rich in 
war jobs are greatly exaggerated. My father 
and my brother did: not. I have no relatives or 
friends who did. Yet, it will be ourselves, our 
relatives and our friends who will pay in taxes 


for any bonuses or pensions approved by a vote 
hungry Congress. Even the mothers, fathers, sis- 
ters, brothers and wives of the men who did not 
return will be required to contribute to those 
of us who set a cash value on our services to 
our country, to our families and neighbors. 


Every veteran who returned to civilian life 
without a service-connected disability, including 
myself, has been amply rewarded by his service 
pay, the benefits of the GI Bill of Rights, and 
a sense of direct participation in a fight to keep 
this nation free. If we must spend more money, 
let us examine the adequacy of the pensions for 
the disabled veterans and for the dependents of 
the men who did not return. Let us alse, in 
memory of those who will draw no bonus or 
pension checks, remember that we are citizens 
first, .veterans second! .

late August, 1944, thousands of tired, toughened American GIs 


rode into this blue coast in the south of France, liberated it from the Nazis and saved the people 


' from starvation. 

Every Nicoise family remembers that day. The sector had been 
cut off from communications and supply, looted by the Germans, 
and the people were desperate and hungry. Children begged for 
bread crusts and were spurned by the arrogant Boche. 

Then came the Americans. 

“And you know how those boys are,” said Pierre Hammerel, 


manager of the Negresco Hotel, with a grateful smile. “They will | 


give away anything they have.” 

Hammerel, suave patron of one of the suavest hostelries in all 
the Riviera, was host to at least a thousand GIs a few months later 
when the Cote d’Azur was chosen as a rest center, with enlisted 
men sent to Nice. 

A De Gaullist, who had served as liaison officer with the Amer- 
icans, he still admires the workmanlike way Gen. Frederick brought 
his weary paratroopers into the Negresco and set up quarters. 

The flowered room where | am staying now was a haven for 
four American soldiers, who grabbed off sleep and sun and play 
in great gulps after months of stiff combat. 

Their coming brought furniture, linen, utensils, window glass, 
coal, repaired the bombed walls and ceilings and returned the 
hotel to a semblance of order. 

All of its elegant Louis XIV furniture had been carted away 
to the back hills by M. Hammerel, who watched with rising re- 
sentment his German captors slit the great round rose and green 
rug that carpeted the salon into three pieces, and saw them scratch 
with their bayonets on the smooth, paste] walls. , 

The rug now is back, mended and perfect, serving as a carpet 
for the room where visitors lounge in the late afternoon, sipping 
tea and listening to the light Viennese waltzes and chamber music 
from the stringed orchestra. )

when people hungered is almost forgotten. There seems to be 
plenty of everything, except milk, soap, butter, and perhaps cloth- 
ing. Youngsters here dress in rough woolens, boys and girls almost 
alike up to the age where boys begin to wear ankle-length knickers, 
and they look very stolid and sturdy with their round faces, red 
cheeks and bangs cut straight across their broad foreheads.

“It is the thing we need most,” Hammerel says, a good 
leader. But we do not have one. France will not really live again 
until we can find a man who can lead us.” .

These rare beans, 
which may be prepared in the 
same manner as any other dried 
beans, have a wonferful meaty, 
§uicy and mellow flavor, and 
are ‘among the mast popular on 
the bean market. 

Beans are among the most 
nourishing and _ inexpensive 
foods and it is a simple matter 
to cook them in a variety of 
ways. The followifig recipes are 
good and hearty and can be pre- 
pared from packaged beans as 
well as those in cans. Frozen 
beans .come in for their share 
of popularity on the menu, too, 
and, just as the dried variety, 
may be prepared in many novel 
and appetizing ways.

We are kibitzing South today. 
Perhaps we shouldn’t. It seems 
to throw the poor fellow off his 

ame, if we are to judge by the 
idding and play of the deal 
shown above. 


He started off with the bid of 
one Spade and that was the last 
time we could agree with any of 
his actions. Holding four Spades 
and four Diamonds it is impor- 
tant on many hands to select the 
opening bid carefully, else the 
opener may soon find himself 
in an awkward position. In the 
long run, best results will be ob- 
tained by bidding that suit 
which ranks below the shortest 


‘ guit. In this case the shortest 
. suit is Clubs, which calls for the 
‘opening bid of a Spade. The 


theory is that partner will prob- 


' ably respond in the shortest suit. 


This leaves you with a two-Dia- 
mond call for your convenient 
rebid. If. partner disappoints and 


i responds with two Hearts, then 
' the opener scares up a raise to 
' three hearts. 


When North bid two Clubs, 
South disdained the minor suit 
completely and went gaily on

The Queen won the trick 
and the suit was cleared, now 
all declarer’s hopes were wrap- 
ped up in the Spade suit. When 
the finesse failed the deal was 
charged up to hard luck. 


The truth of the matter was 
that Lady Luck had smiled upon 
South, who unfortunately did 
not possess the know-how to 
profit from her favors. When the 
six of Hearts was led, the rule 
of eleven made it evident that 
East had only one Heart that 
could beat the six. It was either 
the King, the Queen or the ten. 
It couldn’t be the eight since 
then West would have had King, 
Queen, ten and would have 
opened the King. South said 
that he realized that, but’ hoped 
the lead was from the King and 
Queen and that the Jack would 
win the first trick. 

His play was against percent- 
age. The best play at trick one 
is the Ace of Hearts. If West 
has a four-card suit the hand 
cannot be lost, because there are 
nine tricks available after giv- 
ing up a spade trick. If the 
lead was from a five-card suit, 
it could be blocked by the play 
of the Ace, since East will then. 
have just two. Ducking the 
opening lead will win in only 
one case, where East has the 
ten. The Ace play will win in 
two cases, where East has the 
King and where he has the 
Queen. Two chances are better 
than one.
